Bracken Coroner 
attends practice 
emergency 
exercise 

Bracken Co. Coroner, 
John G. Parker, took part in a 
practice emergency exercise 
of a simulated airline incident 
at the Cincinnati/Northern 
KY International Airport on 
September 7. This drill was 
different from the last drills in 
that it was at night. 

This was a full scale drill 
involving over 80 Fire and 
EMS departments, the Red 
Cross, numerous hospitals, 
police departments, doctors, 
nurses and the KY Coroner’s 
Response Team along with 
personnel from the airport 
and the airlines. There were 
also hundreds of volunteers, 
some acting as victims and 
others assisting some of the 
agencies involved. 

Missy Rittinger, Boone 
Co. Coroner, was in charge 
of the approximately 30 coro¬ 
ners at the scene which is in 
Boone Co. The coroner’s 
responsibilities included: re¬ 
covery, setting up a temporary 
morgue, meeting families to 
gather information, using the 
information to make identi¬ 
fication, and determining the 
cause and manner of death. 

The drill simulated a large 
commercial passenger aircraft 
emergency with over 100 lo¬ 
cal volunteers in the role of 
passengers with varying in¬ 
juries and some deceased. 
Some volunteers were in the 
role of family members of 
the victims looking for their 
loved ones - one of those 
family members was played 
by local Bracken Co. Health 
Dept, nurse, Amy Mains. 

The Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration requires full scale 
disaster drills to be held at the 
airport every three years. 

Coroner Parker has par¬ 
ticipated in past drills at the 
airport, but this was the first 
one held at night. He has also 
participated in numerous oth¬ 
er actual airline incidents in 
Kentucky, Alaska, Mangalore 
India, and Bagram Air Force 
Base Afghanistan.

Cline family fostering Texas dog 
displaced by Hurricane Harvey

The Cline family are 
no strangers to the love 
you can receive from a 
shelter dog or cat. Having 
rescued their first animal 
in 1999, the family added 
another, shelter puppy, and 
an abandoned kitten, all of 
which who have passed 
away, before rescuing Dai¬ 
sy from the Bracken Coun¬ 
ty Animal Shelter and then 
a cat. So when Kendra was 
checking out rescue sites 
(louieslegacy.org) in the 
wake of Hurricane Har¬ 
vey, it was a normal thing 
for her to ask her husband 
John if they could apply 
to foster a shelter animal 
that was being moved out 
of Texas to make room for 
pets that were separated 
from their families dur¬ 
ing the aftermath. Once 
he agreed, Kendra applied 
and was contacted quickly 
with further details. 

Kendra knew 140 ani¬ 
mals were being rescued 
by Louie’s Legacy. There 
were no pictures available, 
just descriptions of the ani¬ 
mals. When she received 
Buttercup on Wednesday, 
September 6th, she was 
the only animal left to fos¬ 
ter from that initial trip. 
Buttercup has proven to 
be very well behaved and 
walks well on a leash. She 
is however still a puppy 
and has puppy traits are 
causing Kendra to rescue 
shoes and other items from 
playful puppy ways. She 
was to be quarantined at 
the house for 3-10 days, 
but surprised the family 


with her Houdini like behav¬ 
ior and greeted them at the 
door the next day after arriv¬ 
ing. She came with a bag of 
medicine and Kendra filled 
out a request for other items. 
Louie’s Legacy was able to 
provide everything she need¬ 
ed, except a crate and bed. 
But through the generosity 
of someone from the county, 
those items were received. 
The Cline family will fos¬ 
ter Buttercup for two weeks 
before filing out an adoption 
profile on her and taking her 
to have professional pictures 
taken, paid for by the adop¬ 
tion agency. 

While with the Cline’s, 


Buttercup will be taken to 
one adoption event a week 
around the Blue Ash, Ohio 
area in hopes of finding her 
a forever home. Many of the 
Cline’s friends and commu¬ 
nity members have jokingly 
said there is no need for 
adoption events, because she 
has found her forever home. 
According to Kendra, they 
are not even guaranteed to 
be able to adopt Buttercup 
if they decided they wanted 
to. They would have to ap¬ 
ply just like everyone else. 
Kendra has been approached 
by some in the county want¬ 
ing to adopt Buttercup and 
she has had to tell them they 


would have to apply like 
everyone else and they, 
the Cline’s, have no say 
in who Buttercup will be 
adopted by. Kendra hopes 
to be able to foster But¬ 
tercup for a while and for 
her to be able to stay in the 
county so she and her fam¬ 
ily can see the reward of 
watching Buttercup flour¬ 
ish in a good home. 

If you would like to 
help but cannot foster, 
Louie’s Legacy, like other 
rescue agencies and shel¬ 
ters, can use donations of 
food, collars, toys, leashes, 
etc. as well as monetary 
donations. 


ARSA Ordinance 
receives 
county approval 

At a special called meet¬ 
ing of the Augusta City 
Council on Tuesday, Septem¬ 
ber 5th, and after hearing an 
alternate ordinance prepared 
by council member Tay Kel- 
sch that would give the City 
of Augusta overwhelming 
control of the Board and the 
rates of the Augusta Regional 
Sewer Authority, the council 
would approve the original 
ordinance, (giving the cities 
of Brooksville and Augusta 
2 voting members each and 
the Fiscal Court 1 member), 
with a 4-2 vote. 

The Bracken County 
Fiscal Court followed suit 
after a public hearing at their 
regular meeting, Wednesday, 
September 13th with a unan¬ 
imous vote, 8-0. The City of 
Brooksville also passed the 
2nd reading of the ordinance 
in a unanimous 6-0 at their 
monthly meeting on Thurs¬ 
day, September 14th. 

The project will now be 
considered at the October 
meeting of the Kentucky 
Infrastructure Authority and 
Rural Development for ap¬ 
proval.

Newborn Screening Critical 
for Kentucky’s Babies 


As part of the 52 Weeks 
of Public Health campaign, 
the Kentucky Department for 
Public Health (DPH) within 
the Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services (CHFS), is 
celebrating Newborn Screen¬ 
ing Awareness Month by pro¬ 
moting awareness about the 
importance of early screen¬ 
ing for Kentucky babies. 

“Early intervention with 
the new mother and baby is 
critical to provide care and 
support for the best out¬ 
come,” said CHFS Secretary 
Vickie Yates Brown Glisson. 
“The Cabinet is working hard 
across disciplines to develop 
these systems.” 

The Newborn Screen¬ 
ing Program is a population- 
based service, provided by 
DPH that provides testing for 
developmental, genetic and 
metabolic disorders in new¬ 
born babies, allowing steps 
to be taken before symptoms 
develop. 

“The importance of 
these metabolic screenings 
for newborns in Kentucky 
cannot be overstated,” said 
Connie Gayle White, M.D., 
senior deputy commissioner 
at DPH. “For many children, 
early screening can literally 
mean the difference between 
a full, healthy life and one 
spent battling a debilitating 
condition. It can even mean 
the difference between life 
and death in some cases.” 

Newborn screening de¬ 
tects conditions not visible at 
birth and ensures life-saving 
treatment can begin as soon 
as possible. Most of these ill¬ 
nesses are very rare, but can 
be treated if caught early. The 
types of newborn screening 
tests done vary from state to 
state, but all 50 states have 
reported screening for at least 
26 disorders on an expanded 


and standardized uniform 
panel. 

In Kentucky, newborn 
screening is required by law. 
A blood specimen is ob¬ 
tained by heel stick from the 
newborn at the birthing facil¬ 
ity between 24-48 hours after 
birth. The specimen is sent 
to the Kentucky Division of 
Laboratory Services for pro¬ 
cessing and abnormal find¬ 
ings are reported to the New¬ 
born Screening Program. 

Kentucky’s Newborn 
Screening Program uses a 
metabolic panel screening for 
53 disorders which includes: 
congenital, hypothyroidism, 
cystic fibrosis, abnormalities 
in hemoglobin i.e. sickle cell, 
and disorders in the metabo¬ 
lism of carbohydrates, amino 
acid, organic acids, fatty ac¬ 
ids, and lysosomes. When 
a diagnosis is confirmed, 
treatment is initiated through 
the administration of drugs, 
hormones or dietary adjust¬ 
ments. 

Even if a baby is not born 
in a hospital, it is critical that 
they be tested within the first 
24-48 hours after birth. Over 
50,000 newborn screen¬ 
ings are conducted annually 
in the state of Kentucky. In 
2016, 141 newborns tested 
were positively diagnosed 
as a result of the initial new¬ 
born screening. In addition 
to blood tests, screening for 
hearing loss and critical con¬ 
genital heart disease (CCHD) 
are highly recommended for 
all Kentucky babies.

AN ORDINANCE LEVYING AN AD VALOREM 
PROPERTY TAX ON ALL MOTOR VEHICLES 
AND WATERCRAFT BY THE CITY OF AUGUSTA, 
KENTUCKY FOR THE YEAR 2018 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF AUGUSTA, 
KENTUCKY as follows: 

1. That the Ad Valorem property tax rate for the 
year on motor vehicles and watercraft is hereby fixed at 
.185 on each and every $100.00 worth of motor vehicles 
and watercraft, as assessed by the Property Valuation 
Administrator as of January 1st, 2018 subject to taxes for 
city purposes. 

2. All taxes levied herein shall be for the general 
expenses of the City of Augusta, Kentucky and the above 
taxes shall not be used for any other purpose than that for 
which they are levied. 

3. That should any such taxes become delinquent, 
the City of Augusta shall be entitled to recover its 
reasonable attorney’s fees incurred in attempting to cure 
said delinquency and such attorneys fees shall be paid 
before said delinquency shall be considered cured. 

4. The City Clerk shall certify the motor vehicle 
property tax rate to the Revenue Cabinet, Department of 
Property Valuation, Frankfort, Kentucky. 

5. This ordinance shall take effect January 1 st, 2018, 
after its passage, approval and publication as required by 
law.
